Lausanne, July 8. | 
The Agreement begins with a 
preamble setting forth — the 
object of the Conference, con- 
tinues with a political declara- 
tion, and concludes with five re- 
solutions. 
In the political declaration, the 
most impor\ent part reads 
follows: 


“The Powers that have signed 


the Treaty came to Lausanne to 
deal with one of the problems 
arising from the War, with the 


firm intention of contributing to a 
now ordey which will ‘allow the 
establishment and development of 
confidence between the nations in 
nomutiil spirit of reconciliation, 
vollaboration and justice. The 
signatory Powers will make every

The first resolution deals with 
the agreement with Germany with 
reyurd to the provision of bonds 
to the-value of three milliards of 
marks, which will not be issued 
until some periad after three years, 
when the stute of the market will 
permit their being issued at a rate 
of 90, bearing five per cent, in- 
terest and one per cent, Sinking 
Fund. .

If you halt the aviation beacon 
atop the Palmolive Building in 
Chicago and direct ita beam at a 
group of people fifteen miles away, 
n snapshot could be taken at that 
distant point without additional 
light, writes Morrow Krum in the 
Wheel,” the magazine, published 
by Studebaker.

The Nanga Parbat Expedition 
left Srinagar on May 23rd. Their 
baggage way sent on previously by 
bont to Bandipur and the person- 
nel went there by cafs kindly lent 
by members of the Himalayan 
Club. 

The expedition’s 100 ponies are 
walling at Bandipur and they hope 
to reach Traybal soon on the 
first stage of the journey to Astor 
The members ure very keen snd if 
their skill is equal to their enthus- 
jusm then Nangr Parhbat is ulready 
as good as climbed. 

This expedition is evidently not 
intended by the members to be a 
joy ride as they have cut down 
their supplies to a minimum and 
all luxuries have, been qliminated, 
even beds, baths, tables and chairs 
being classed in this category. 

The climbers dy not expect to 
encounter any serious difficulty til 
they reach the Burmial Pass. This 
pass is at present open but, if 
heavy snow falls, there may be 
great difficulty in getting ponies 
neross and, in fact, they may have 
to be left behind and the bagage 
carried by coolies.

Results of the War 
Office Trials. © 


6,000 MILE RUN IN THE 
SOUDAN. 


The resulta achieved by the War 
OMice Experimental Convoy of four 
military vehicles of British manu- 
facture which early this year 
undertook a long distance test of 
neavly 6,000 miles from Cniro to 
Southern Soudan, are officially re- 
ported to have exceeded anticipa- 
tion.

Dangerous Neglect 


What I do regard as a very ser- 
jous danger is the type of car 
owner who persistently neglects 
his cara, allowing It to degenerate 
into something which is a definite 
danger. I am tired of hearing 
“fajlure of the brakes” given as 
the explanation of a mindr necl- 
dent, The brakes on a modern 
car do act if they are properly 
maintained, and there is a prima 
facie cuse of criminal negligence 
against a person who uses this ex- 
cuse, 

Another explanation that is some- 
times given for an accident is that 
the steering gear failed. . Nine 
times out of ten the cause is some- 
thing different, but even in the 
tenth ease the steering gear has no 
business ‘to fall. lt shows want 
of proper care in maintenance nd 
Esee in it the source of more & 
vidents than are ever traced to it. 

It should be an olfence to drive 
xoear whieh is not at least 85 per 
cont, efcient. More accidents, 1 
believe, happened because of avold- 
able defecta in cars than through 
eaveloss driving, IT should not ob- 
ject to seeing the law tightened up 
in this respect. 

There is. before the House of 
Lords now Lord Buckmaster's 
Road Traffic Bill, which seeks to 
place all the responsibility’ for ae- 
cidents on the driver until the Jat- 
ter can clear himself, To my mind, 
the Bill contributes nothing to the 
cause of safety. Here again all 
the attention is directed at the per- 
son and the vehicle ia left out of 
calculation, 

The league have suggested 
would take inte account not only 
the motorint but the cyetias and the 
pedestrian, since both of these con- 
tribute to the dangers of the high- 
way. Tt may well be that the in- 
nate ‘conservatism of the British 
people may defeat the plan. The 
non-motoring sections of the com- 
munity may decline to agree to 
any all-embracing scheme of trafic 
regulation, In that case we mount 
face the appalling prospect of the 
continuance of the present toll of 
the roads.

In the abeence of the President, 
Mr, R, M. Dyer, who is away on a
